The Vessel Carried No Cabin Passengers-

L Dec. 18. -The low of life by 
the foundering of the North German 
Lloyd steamer Sailer, which sank on 
the Corona* Corrubeda shoals, In tbe 
gale that swept the Atlantic coasts of 
Europe early this week, Is now posi- 
tively known to have been much great- 
er than at first supposed. The steamer 
In addition to her orew of T8 men and 
officers, carried 814 passenger*. Every 
soul on board went down and was lost 
with tbe ship, making a totol of 892 
parsons that perished through 
foundering of the old steamer. 

Tbe steerage passengers Included 
one German, 118 Russians, 35 Galicians 
and 85 Spaniard* Quite a number of 
women and children were among the 
number. All were bound for Argen- 
tina, where they intended to settle. 

The Sailer carried no cabin passen- 
gers. 

Although there seems no hope of 
finding *ny of the passengers or ere 
alive, a steamer has been dispatched 
the scene^pf the wreck from Corunna. 

The Lloyd agents at Corunna report 
that the Salier foundered in a dense 
fog. The Sailer, the agents say, had a 
fearfully rough pass*ge from Bremen 
to Corunna, which port she left on De- 
cember 7, losing two boats and sus- 
taining other damages. 

Bbki.ix, Dec. 13. — A dispatch from 
Corunna to the Cologne Gazette says 
that the number of persons lost bv the 
foundering of the North (ierman Lloyd 
steamer Salier may possibly be as high 
as 600. 

The Gazette's correspondent ssyn 
that the ship had on board 810 passen- 
gers when she left Antwerp and em- 
barked a great many more at the vari- 
ous Spanish ports she touched at. 

The character of the Salier's wreck- 
Age which has already been washed 
ashore indicates the steamer quickly 
went to pieces, It is learned that the 
Sailer was wrecked four miles north of 
Villa Gracia on the night of December 
7, the vessel being at the time less

been washed ashore. Including that of 
the captain. It .was found that hi* 
watch had stopped at half past five 
o'clock, presumably on Tuesday morn- 
ing, a very short time after the vessel 
went down. It is stated here that the 
number of person* lost was 881. Thus 
fkr 88 bodies have come ashore from 
the wreck The dead are reverently 
interred by the Inhabitants.

— A terrible disaster 
occurred at Peres, in the province of 
Andalusia and 16 miles from this city, 
Friday morning, through the collapse 
of a building. A house containing 
88 persons collapsed without warn- 
ing, burying' all of its inmates 
in the debris. The house fell 
. upon an adjoining tenement building, 
which also gave way. The tenement 
house was inhabited by 88 persons, all 
of whom were burled by the wreck- 
age. Eleven dead bodies and 48 seri- 
ously Injured persons have already 
been taken from the ruins and the 
work Of excavation for the purpose of 
recovering the others is proceeding a* 
rapidly a* possible.

Moderate Tariff Bill Favored. 

Washington, Dec 12.— "A moderate 
measure" Is the characterization which 
leading republicans of the house gives 
to the new tariff bill, which it is pro- 
posed to frame this whiter In anticipa- 
tion of an extra session of congress 
It is explained that what is desired Is 
a bill which will provide sufficient 
revenue to cover the deficit now exist- 
ing, furnishing proper protection t< 
industries, and also that conditloni 
have considerably changed since what 
is known as the McKlnley bill became 
a law, and that rates of duty that were 
Justified then are unnecessary at pres- 
ent 

The sugar schedule promises to cause 
more embarrassment than any other In 
the bill. The agricultural schedule 
will probably be fixed at the former 
rate of duty, while the woolen schedule, 
It Is said, will receive a sufficient pro- 
tection to satisfy the manufacturers. 
The cotton and steel and iron schedules 
sre not likely to be changed. 

The bill, it is said, will contain a 
provision that goods in bond will when 
taken out on a rate of duty in force 
and not the lower rate at which they 
were originally brought to this coun- 
try. An arrangement will be made 
whereby dates will be assigned to cer- 
tain interests to be heard so that there 
may be some systematic method of 
giving the hearings without embar- 
rassment. The date upon which the 
hearings will begin will be made pub- 
lic when the full committee meets. 

The Vt-nelitelan Hnnndary Settlement.

Gen. Weyler Rides Into the City 
of Havana on Horseback. 



He Was Given a Popular Ovation by 
the Loyal Inhabitants.

ll AVANA, Dee. l%— Gen. Weyler ar- 
rived here at half past five o'clock Fri- 
day evening. He rode into the city on 
horseback accompanied by two squad- 
rons of cavalry. Ills coming had been 
made known to the public and large 
crowds gathered to welcome him. He 
waa given a popular ovation from the 
time he reached the city till he ar- 
rived at the palace. At some places 
along his route girls strewed flowers in 
his pathway and he was in other waya 
treated as a popular hero. 

Calle Obispo, Calleo O'KMlly and the 
other streets in the vicinity of the pal- 
ace and the Plaza de Armas were 
jammed with people, who enthusiastic- 
ally cheered the captain general as he 
rode along. When he arrived near the 
palace the enthusiastic crowd sur- 
rounded him, despite the military, and 
he was compelled to stop his horse in 
order not to ride down his admirers, 
who greeted him with all manner of 
loyal cries. A passageway was Anally 
opened and (Jon. Weyler proceeded to 
the palace. Shortly after he had en- 
tered the building he appeared upon a 
balcony and wa» greeted with the most 
tumultuous cheering. The scene waa 
reminescent of the time when Martinez 
Campos arrived in Havana near Sago 
after pacifying the island 

When Gen. Weyler called upon his 
audience to cheer for the king, for 
Spain and for the army, a roar went 
up that could be heard across the bay 
in Morro castle and the fortress of 
Cabannaa 

When silence had been restored Oen. 
Weyler made an address from the 
tenor of which it would be supposed 
that the suppression of the rebellion 
was an accomplished fact. He said 
among other things that everything 
that had been done had been accom- 
plished by the army, which had been 
entrusted with the pacification of the 
island and the maintenance of Spain's 
sovereignty. He waa continually in- 
terrupted by cheering, which was con- 
tinued after he had left the balcony. 

Later Gen. Weyler gave a reception 
that was attended by the members of 
the municipal corporation, delegations 
from various societies and prominent 
residents of the city. All congratu- 
lated him upon the success that has 
attended the Sponish arms and com- 
plimented him upon the effectiveness 
of his campaign in Pinar del Rio. 

The city Friday sight presented a 
most animated aspect, rellecting the 
joy felt by the Spaniards because of 
Maceo's death and Gen. Weyler'a tri- 
umph over the insurgents in the west- 
Casablanca, the little village under 
the walls of the Cabana fortress, and 
ltegla. on the southern side of the bay, 
ulso held demonstrations in honor oi 
the victorious return of the general.
